STANDARD VARIETIES 


The 26 varieties listed below are all good pot plant 
varieties. The colors represented include red, pink, sal- 
mon, white, purple, lavender, orchid, variegated pink and 
white, variegated salmon and white, and “pansy-type”’ 
varieties. 

AZALEA: Rosy red. Free bloomer and very large flowers and 


clusters. Two upper petals darker with blotches; lower petals 
lighter colored. 


BABY SNOOKS: This is a new color in the pansy pelargonium 
class. Lower petals palest orchid pink; top petals same ground 
color, heavily veined rose-violet, with deep red-black blotch in 
center, flushed raspberry toward petal edges. Very free flower- 
ing. 

BEVERLY HILLS: Amaranth pink. Similar to German Glory with 
slightly larger flower. Early bloomer and good grower. 


CHICADEE: Another pansy pelargonium. Lavender. Upper petals, 
deep violet blotches. Lower petals, violet eyes. Medium sized 
pansy-like flowers. Blooms freely on bushy plant. 


EASTER GREETING: Red flowers with each petal marked with a 
large black blotch. Variety remarkable because of its long 
blooming season which begins in March. One of the most popu- 
lar varieties. 


EDITH NORTH: Color salmon pink, shaded deeper on upper 
petals, blotches dark brown. It is a very vigorous grower, hold- 
ing its trusses of flowers well above the foliage. 


ERNEST BRUNTON: Camellia red with large crimson blotches on 
petals. Large flowers. Makes well shaped plant. 


GARDENER’S JOY: White with blotches of deep brown. Large 
clusters of flowers and beautiful foliage. Same as “Mother.” A 
good white variety. 

GERMAN GLORY: Large clusters of amaranth pink flowers. 
Blooms early and makes robust growth. 

GROSSMAMA FISCHER: Rich clear salmon color. Large ruffled 
flowers with dark blotches. Early bloomer. Excellent variety. 

LAVENDER QUEEN: Beautiful lavender color with large head of 
bloom. Long flowering period. One of the most popular laven- 
ders.

Refer to this leaflet for suggested pinching dates, information about how to pre- 
vent shattering of petals, and general growing suggestions. 


LOIS MAC KAY: Clear rose-pink with maroon blotches. 
Large head of bloom. 


LOWELL: Vivid scarlet red with black blotches on all petals. 
Distinctive foliage. 

LUCY BECKER: Rosy pink. Sport of Easter Greeting and 
is like it in everything but color. A very early bloomer 
and a good variety. Long period of bloom. 

MAC KAY NO. 2: Dark salmon color. Similar in color to 
Edith North but with slightly larger florets. Very good. 
Makes well shaped plant. 

MAC KAY NO. 10: White tinged with pink. One of the best 
white varieties. Beautiful variety. 

MAC KAY NO. 12: Light lavender with reddish blotches on 
two upper petals. Good strong growing variety. 

MARIE VOGEL: Red, shaded with salmon, with dark 
blotches on upper petals. Upright grower. Flowers very 


large, slightly waved. Free bloomer. Long period of 
bloom and very early. Very popular. 

MRS. F. BACHLER: Deep rose-red. Makes quick, strong 
growth. Large flowers. Popular variety. 

MRS. LAYAL: True pansy pelargonium. Coloring is white, 
dark purple, black, etc. Begins blooming early in March. 
Small flowers resemble pansies. One of the best early 
varieties. ; 

MRS. MARY BARD: Pure white with light pink veinings. 
Compact grower. Very good. 

ORCHID EDITH NORTH: Orchid pink sport of Edith North. 
Darker blotches on the two upper petals. Strong, upright 
grower and an early bloomer. 

PINK VOGEL: Sport of Marie Vogel. Clear pink, with dark 
blétches on upper petals. Flowering and growing habit 
similar to Marie Vogel. A beautiful variety.

CONSPICUOUS: Shining oxblood or wine red, with elongated black 
spot in lower petals, veining and blotch in top petals; waved 
petals edged with black hairline. Very large and free flowering. 
Conspicuous is one of the showiest and most distinctive varieties 
introduced in years. 


GAY NINETIES: White upper petals, with medium sized blotches. 
Lower petals with a few veins to center. Beautiful large round 
ruffled flowers. Makes well shaped plant that is a valuable addi- 
tion to the “white” pelargoniums.

c.0.D. SHIPMENTS: We ship C.O.D. only to firms with a 
satisfactory credit rating.

PACKING: All plants and cuttings are packed upright 
in wood or corrugated boxes. Each plant is wrapped in- 
dividually in newspaper. Cuttings are wrapped in wax 
paper with their roots in damp sphagnum moss. 


CERTIFICATE OF INSPECTION: A certificate of inspec- 
tion, issued by the Indiana State Entomologist, certify- 
in our plants to be free of injurious insects or dis- 
eases, is attached to each shipment. We are not in, 
or near, the Japanese Beetle Zone. 


CULTURAL INFORMATION: A printed cultural leaflet 
on the growing of pelargoniums is enclosed with each 
shipment. Refer to this leaflet for data concerning 
suggested pinching dates, general growing suggestions, 
and information about how to prevent shattering of 
the petals.
